Why upon the 
statute books of Congress do we find 
enactments which discriminate against 
a certain class of citizens in the South, 
by prohibiting them from holding 
office? Can there be any Republican 
government in, this country so long as 
this discrimination exists? Upon what 
ground of reason, of justice, of common 
sense, can any men or set of men, faith- 
ful, loyal, intelligent citizens, be exclud- 
ed from the honors and emoluments of 
office in a government claiming to be 
Republican in form ? 

Equality before the law, indeed! It 
is all clap-trap with the Radicals. Se 
loug as they refuse this equality—so 
long as they discriminate against a class 
of the best and most intelligent citizens 
of the land—so long as they do not 
practice what they preach, they should 
cease to prate about equality before the 
law. It is sheer demagoguism. It is 
time that they were resorting to some 
other hobby.

| Solares, Imposter

particulars ; 


A man named Solares, born in Bolivia 
or Chile, forty years of age, of a pale 
copper color, and with a pleasing face, 
had settled near Tandil,a village in the 
Argentine Confederation, in a hut with 
_wo rooms, and given out that he was a 
messenger of God. Previously he had 
resided in the province of Entre Rios, 
giving out taat he could divine the fu- 
ture, foretelling deaths, and, it is said, 
taking measures to give certainty to his 
prophecies. Finally he was driven 
away by the authorities, after tying bim 
up and giving hima flogging. He then 
went to Rosario, and thence to Azul, 
where he practiced his profession, asser- 
ting that he could cure the blind merely 
with his touch. There he was arrested 
by the Justice of the peace, on account 
of the disturbances he was promoting, 
but was released. Still his reputation 
remained, and he received: a call to go 
to the estancia of Senor Ramon Gomez, 
situated fourteen miles from the village 
of Tandil, tocure the sterility of the 
wife. 
Ramon Gomez was a cousin of the 
justice of the peace for Tandil, and was 
himself an official, Seeing him lodged 
with this official, the gauchos began to 
yield impKcit taith in his pretensions to 
be the Saviour of mankind and the 
envoy of God. Soon his fame spread 
through the country, and the half-sav- 
age intiabitants made it a kind of pil- 
grimage to goand visit Solares, who re- 
ceived them in the hut which his pro- 
tector had assigned to him. Sometimes 
upwards of five hundred persons were 
there at once, having come on horse- 
back ai: in wagons in search of the 
services of the prophet. | 
In one room he lived, in the other 
were a number of images, and in the 
latter he received his visitants. Money | 
he refused for himself, but he always} 
advised them to make offerings to the] 
images, 
The fame of the Tata Dios, or Man 
God, grew mightily. The people 
kneeled before him and kissed his 
hands, worshipping him asthough God 
himself, listening with reverence to bis 
occasional preaching against foreigners, 
who, he said, were Masons and enemies 
of the Church. 
At last, on New Year's eve, he called 
his disciples together, and declared as 
follows: 
“The hour is come to kill the Masons, 
to finish with the authorities and to 
open the prisons, to release friends who 
will help us. As soon as you have ful- 
filled your mission the rocking stone of 
Tandil will fall of itself, and beneath it 
you will finda great town. If you do 
it God will largely repay your pious 
zeal; if not, the most terrible punish- 
ment will fall upon you and your chil- 
dren.” 
His congregation heard and ap- 
plaudea, and befcre daylight of Janu- 
ary 1, fifty of the one hundred and fifty 
whom he had called to him, assembled 
behind his white banner and set out 
on their deadly mission. At daybreak 
the beating of a drum aroused the ia- 
habitants of Tandil, and they were told 
that some bandits had passed by, as- 
sassinating the people. They then saw 
in the square the banner of Solares, sur- 
rounded by some fifty zeuchos on horse- 
back, decked with belts and plumes, 
who had already broken open the prison 
and released the only prisoner in it. 
In the square the gauchos met an 
Italian, whom they instantly killed. In 
the vutskirts of the village they met 
convoys of carts, driven by eleven vas- 
cons, eight of whom they sacrificed on 
the spot, and wounded three. They 
passed the store of Vinus Lanuz and 
killed him and a laborer; then went tu 
the store of Mr. Wm. Thompson, where 
they murdered a servant and an En- 
glishman and his wife, recently married, 
shotting all the time, “death to the 
masons! death to all foreigners! kill 
and sack !” 
_ At 8:30 they reached the store of Jean 
Chappard, a man greatly respected in 
his neighborhood, There they mur- 
dered eighteen persons, namely the 
owner and his wife and four children, 
one cf these 2 years old, another a 
child 4 months old; a girl of 14 years, 
a female and a male servant, an a num 
ber of persons employed on the place. 
The deaths are too horrible to be given. 
Suffice, that the child of two years of 
age was riddled with stabs, and a chair 
leg was found thrust through the body 
of a girl. 
Meantime the alarm had spread. The 
foreigners and natives in Tandil gath- 
ered what weapons they could find, 
mounted and rode after the murderers, 
with the fixed determination to pursue 
them to the death. By 4 p. m., they 
overtook them at Chapar, where they 
were taking tea and changing horses. 
The murderers te fight, but 
first sent forward one of their party to 
parley. 
The commander of the pursuers 
declared to them that if they did not 
surrender no quarter would be given, 
Solares and his followers then took to 
flight, but were vigorously pursued. 
Sixteen met their death then and there, 
and five were captured, among them 
Solares, and in some heurs afterwards 
nineteen more were secured. The 
rest escaped. 
In the examination which followed, 
Solares declared he was innocent of the 
murders that have occurred, but the 
others unanimously asserted that he 
commanded them; that he had been 
seducing them some time before to kill 
all foreigners, and that he promised 
them immunity against balis by their 
annointing themselves with ointment 
which he distributed to them in boxes 
The prisoners were lodged in the prison, 
and were guarded by the inhabitants 
of Tandil, but the night shots: 
were fired through holes made in the 
prison, and Solares fell dead. :

Extraordinary: Conduct (of the 
Chilean Reprerese itative—-He 
Snubs His Allies, and as Snubbed 
in His Turn by Secretary Fish. 

In official circles at Washington there 
is much comment on the course of Mr. 
Godoy, the representative of Chile, 
which by the code of diplomacy is 
without extenuating circumstances, 
Mr. Godoy .is charged with bad: faith 
and usurpation of the diplomatic func- 
tions belonging to the representative of 
another Power, that Power being Peru, 
the ally of his government. An 
armistice was recently concluded be- 
tween Spain and the South American 
republics of Chile, Peru, Bolivia and 
Ecuador, which was brought about by 
the mediation of the United States. 
The belligerents thereby are bound to 
keep the peace for three years, and 

must not renew  hostillities without 
proper notice. The agreement was to 
be ratified by the respective govern- 

ments, and ratifications were to be 
exchanged at the Department of State, 

Washington, within six months from 

date of the armistice ; but if any of the 
governments could not, by circumstan.- 

ces over which it had no control, effect 

the exchange of ratifications within the 

fixed period, a delay was to be granted. 

It appears that the representatives of 
Chile, Peru and Bolivia demanded an 

extension ot time. They, therefore, met 

in the State Department, in the presence 

of Mr. Fish, and agreed upon a pro- 

longation necessary to give time to 

receive the ratification of armistice from 

their respective governments. An 
arrangement was arrived at in 

which Mr. Godoy, as representative of 
Chile, and Mr. Freyre, as the representa- 
tive of Peru,and Bolivia, fully con 

curred. Papers were drawn up with a 
distinct agreement according to 
the article of the treaty which each 
party solemnly promised to observe. As 
usual in such cgses, it was stipulated 
that a clean official copy of the draft 
would be sent by the Clerk of the State 
Department, as soon as written out and 
ready for siguature, to the respective 
parties. Everything had been fully dis- 
cussed and finally agreed upon. But 
when the Clerk of the State Department 
presented cne copy of the agreement to 
Mr. Godoy for signature, this gentle- 
man, to his utter astonishment ana in 
violation of the most essential! rules of 
diplomacy, not only refused to sign the 
agreement, but presented, in the name 
of his government and that of Peru and 
Bolivia, another paper, different from 
the one agreed upon, and in violation 
of the compact which he had solemnly 
entered into in the presence of Mr. Fish. 
Mr. Freyre, the representative of Peru 
and Bolivia, who was entirely ignorant 
of bis action, is furious over this pre- 
sumption in assuming to negotiate in 
the name of Peru and Bolivia, of which 
he (Freyre) is the accredited represen 

tative at the government of Washing- 
ton. Mr. Freyre rightly contends that 
he ought at least to have been consulted 
in so grave a matter by Mr. Godoy, 
before the latter attempted to act in the 
name of a Power which he has not the 
shadow of right to represent, looks 
upon it as a gratuitous insult offered to 
him and his country, and has already 
taken steps to obtain redress. Mr. Fish 
was highly astonished and indignant | 
when he heard of the conduct of the 

Chilean Minister. He addressed a note 

to Mr. Godoy, demanding explanations, 

until at last Mr. Godoy signed the 

agreement for the prolongation, as at

A curious business is said to have 
sprung up in London to reduce the 
cost of telegraphing to distant points. 
The charge to India, for instance, is 
ninety shillings for twenty words, and 
the address is included. A firm in Lon- 
don agreed to take and forward all mes- 
sages at ten shillings a word, more or 
less. The address will generally use 
from six to ten words, and frequently 
messages need consist of only two or 
three words if a cipher has been agreed 
upon. The ‘message packers,” as they 
are called, have their own cipher, and 
send all messages to their own agents in 
Calcutta. In a twenty word message 
they may thus send, in some Cases, as 
many as ten separate messages, receivin 
from their customers ten pounds, an 
making a profit of five pounds, ten 
shillings. Their customers, on the other 
hand, have paid altogether but ten 
pounds for what, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, would have cost them forty- 
one pounds. Tho telegraph company 
pockets all the loss.
